ments always reserved the right 
to fight in self defense and 
this 


right included attacking without 
warning, Hideki Tojo, former Jap- 
anese premier, said in his prison 
cell in answer to the prosecution's 
opening statement 
at 
his 
war 
crimes trial. 


Tojo charged the United States 
was guilty of "planned mass mas- 
sacre" in its bombing pattern for 
Japan, and "trampled on treaties" 
in its conduct of the war. 


Toio's statement indicated that 
the defense would contend that Ja- 
pan was forced into the Pacific war 
in self defense. 


The former Japanese leader as- 
serted that even the Kellogg pact 
outlawing war permitted war 
in 


self defense. He added that Japan, 
in "entering this pact, 
reserved 


the right to fight for protection out- 
side of the range of the treaty." 
For the same reason, he said. 


Japan was "not bound 
by 
the 


Hague convention regarding 
the 


opening of a war. It follows that 
even if a final message is to 
be 


sent, it is not a violation of treaties 
if such a message "fails to con- 
form to protocol." 


(Japan's disputed final message 


to the United States, delivered to 
her peace envoy, Saburo Kurusu, 
and Ambassador Admiral Kichisa- 
buro Nomura after the bombs 'ell 
on Pearl Harbor, was not a decla- 
ration of war. It merely broke off 
current negotiations and said that 
Japan "reserved the right to take 
future action.") 


The ex-premier said the prose- 


cution made a "grave mistake" in 
charging that the Pearl Harbor at- 
tack violated existing treaties and 
was murder. 


Speaking of atrocities, Tojo said, 


"granting that the facts of alleged 
violations of war regulations and 
customs will wait for future judg- 
ment. Japan is one of the civilized 
nations and from its general char- 
acteristics tries to respect 
these 
regulations."

Horatio Alger typo heroes of post- 
war Germany don't shine shoes to

widowed mothers. 


They do it by collecting cigaret 
butts.

"slub connoisseurs." 


In Ihis tobacco-hungry country 


the youthful entrepreneuer can earn 
more money picking discarded cig- 
arel ends off the street than he 
can by working in a factory. Ger- 
man marks are only the symbol 
of money — nicotine is the 
lure 


currency. 


To Americans accustomed to buy- 


ing any quantity of cigarels, it is 
difficult lo understand the lengths 
that luxury-starved Germans 
will 


go to indulge in a smoke. Men and 
women who would die rather than 
ask for food will stop American 
s.oldiers on Ihe streets to request a 
cigaret. 


They even invest their own slim 


stores of marks to buy black mar- 
ket United Slales dollars in order 
lo be able lo offer real cash to 
hard-pressed doughboys willing to 
part with their cigaret or pipe to- 
bacco rations. 


This insatiable market has made 


butt-collecting a major German in- 
dustry. 


Most workers are young boys and 


girls who scan streets and

These packers normally 
provide the bulk of tne meat mov- 
ing in interstate commerce, parti- 
fjilarly to urban areas." 


It is difficult for the pcopic of 


our section, scarce as meat is, lo 
realize how really scarce a com- 
modity becomes for the pcopic of 
big cities when 
national supply 


lines are 
paralyzed. And 
that 


paralysis scorns to be at hand in 
the nation-wide distribution 
of 
meat. 


The situation is grimly remind- 


ful of old national prohibition days. 
People will drink regardless of 
law. 
And people will oal meal 
regardless of what the law says 
about how much they pay 
or 
where they shall get 'it. 


No one ever protended lhat the 


eating habits of Americans could 
be regulated by law indefinitely. 
All that we proposed was a war- 
time emergency measure, trusting 
to patriotism to sec that the law 
was observed. And it was observed 
for the most part, while the war 
emergency lasted. 


But the people feel we are "fresh 


oul of emergencies"—and the first 
or.llapse in foo'd regulation by a 
•"fir-tired people is the collapse in 
t'ne legitimate meal industry. 


The situation poses a 
difficult 


question for governmental admin- 
istrators.

layman can answer it 


rather quickly: The authority for 
enforcement 
of wartime restric-

manufacture 


and store this 
frightful 
weapon. 


Not until the nations had decided 
upon 
punishment for those who 


plot 
future 
atomic warfare, 
and 


had 
agreed that no government 


•>ukl have the power of veto over 


'itch punishment, would we share 
me pi acliual secret of harnessing 
atomic energy. 


Then and only then would 
we 


share the secret which others would 
eventually learn anyway. And be- 
cause the .secret could not be kept 
forever, we would join with other 
nations in a limited form of world 
government which seems the only 
practical assurance that our world 
may remain whole and peaceful. 


Even 
this 
limited 
government 


would 
have been unthinkable to 


most of the world-'s people before 
Uie bombing of Hiroshima. It would 
be unthinkable today if the world 
were not forced, as Mr. Baruch 
.said, "to make a choice between 
the quick and the dsad." But there 
.seems to bo no sensible alternative. 


Theiefore, 
.some ancient, right 


and reasonable conceptions of pri- 
vate and stale ownership and con- 
trol of property and. products must 
be abandoned. Sovereign rights in- 
volving search and seizure, sover- 
eign jurisdiction over the persons of 
citizens accused of crimes must b< 
•waived within the world realm of 
iftlmoic energy. 


There 
will be objections 
and 


there will be difficulties. But it is 
clear even now thai without these 
broad and unprecedented

The 20-nation council was organ- 
ized formally yesterday to replace 
the combined food board set up by 
the United States, Britain and Can- 
ada during the- war and operated 
by them afterward to help meet 
the famine crisis.

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U.S.Plan Proposed 4-Power 
Treaty to Keep the Japanese 
Demilitarized 25 Years

The Stale Department today made 
public the text of a proposed four- 
power treaty under which the Unit- 
ed States, Great Britain, the So- 
viet 
Union 
and 
China 
would 
plelgc themselves to keep Japan 
demilitarized for 25 years. 


The treaty would provide for a 


system of quadripartite inspection 
to make certain that the disarma- 
ment and demilitarisation 
provi- 
sions of the treaty are carried out. 
It calls for creation of a four- 


power commission of control. 


The Stale Department disclosed 
that Great Britain and China

what the Soviet Union wants is a 
treaty of mutual assistance against 
aggression. 


Byrnes and Mololov have been 


engaged in a minor controversy

an estimated $222,750,000 for

The increases were authorized to 
cover the mine operators'

during the recent coal strikes and 
the cost of the government 
wage 
contract with John L. Lewis' Unit- 
ed Mine Workers (AFL). All of 
the price increases will be passed 
on to consumers. 


OPA said the cosl of the wage 
ircement, including the royalty of 
five cent a ton for an employe wel- 
fare fund, would average 39 cents 
a ton. ,The contact gave wage in- 
creases, of 18 1-2 cents an hour to 
Ihe 400,000 miners. 


Extension of the wage 
adjust- 


ments to clerical and administra- 
tive workers not covered by

conlracl raised cosls an addilional 
six cents, the agent said. The pro-

OPA estimated the cost of the 
strikes during April and May at 11

for lack of livestock. 


The Cudahy Brothers 
packing- 
house al Milwaukee, closed down 
until July 1. Cattle departments of 
most of the others across the na- 
tion were inoperative as cattle re- 
ceipts in Ihc 12 markets slumped 
to 133,000 for the current week. 
Total livestock receipts' in 
the 


12 yards were 442,100, 
compared 


with 498,912 last week, which also 
was a record low, and 585,755 for 
Ihe same week last year, when the 
war with Japan still 
was 
being 
fought. 


L. L. Wyatl, government analyst, 
said receipts during a normal pre- 
war week would have been more 
than twice as high. 


Lack of animals for slaughtering
